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REPORT  OF  TAMWORTH  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  the  past  year  the  Fire  Department  has  continued  to 
try  to  better  itself  by  continuing  to  hold  monthly  drills. 
Some  of  the  members  went  to  the  Lakes  Region  Mutual 
Fire  Aid  Association  Fire  School  in  Gilford,  and  most 
recently  we  held  a  three-day  fire  school  in  Tamworth 
instructed  by  a  State  Instructor. 

We  recently  bought  two  more  air  packs  with  extra  tanks, 
hats,  boots,  three  receivers  and  more  hose  and  fittings. 

We  had  34  runs  this  year.  Two  of  these  were  mutual  aid 
runs  to  other  towns  on  structural  fires.  We  have  had 
mutual  aid  assistance  several  times  on  a  variety  of  fires.  It 
is  comforting  to  know  that  any  amount  of  help  is  available 
with  just  a  radio  call  to  the  dispatch  center.

The  Tamworth  Planning  Board  has  held  one  regular 
meeting  each  month;  three  hearings  for  developers  and 
abutters  to  proposed  subdivision  areas  and  one  special 
meeting  to  discuss,  with  developers,  guidelines  for  their 
proposed  subdivision  before  steps  were  taken  to  draw  up 
and  submit  Preliminary  Plans. 

A  New  Hampshire  State  regulation  now  requires  a 
developer  to  have  all  State  and  Planning  Board  approvals 
for  a  subdivision  before  bulldozing  of  roads,  cutting  of 
trees  or  in  any  way  disturbing  the  environment-exception- 
-test  pits  and  perculation  test  holes  necessary  to  comply 
with  state  regulations. 

The  following  representatives  were  appointed  to  other 
organizations:  Nathan  H.  Hughes,  for  a  four  year  term,  to 
The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission;  Lillian  McGrew, 
to  the  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Study  Group;  Marion  I. 
Spaulding  to  the  Tamworth  Conservation  Commission.  All 
have  attended  meetings  and  have  reported  back  to  the 
Planning  Board  in  these  areas  so  important  to  the  Plan- 
ning Board  and  to  the  Town  of  Tamworth. 

David  Scott,  Executive  Director  of  The  Lakes  Region 
Planning  Commission  (L  R  P  C)  and  James  Rollins, 
Assistant  Director  were  invited  to  attend  the  April 
meeting,  with  the  result  that  Tamworth  is  finally  launched 
on  definite  base  map  studies,  thus  working  toward  a 
Comprehensive  Plan  for  Tamworth.  This  is  one  of  the 
services  offered  by  L  R  PC. 

Three  interested  persons  from  Tamworth  attended  a  two

day  Land  Use  Planning  Workshop,  sponsored  by  L  R  P  C, 
at  Brickyard  Mountain  Inn  in  May,  under  the  leadership  of 
John  Rahenkamp  &  Associates,  who  stressed  the 
seriousness  of  considering  the  impact  of  subdivisions, 
industry  and  other  land  uses  upon  the  environment  as  well 
as  upon  the  economy  and  welfare  of  the  town  involved. 

Much  information  has  been  gathered  concerning  sub- 
division regulations.  A  Committee  has  been  appointed  to 
go  over  this  information  and  to  submit  a  set  of  revised 
subdivision  regulations  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review, 
after  which  a  Public  Hearing  will  be  called. 

Appreciation  goes  to  Elizabeth  Bowles,  Planning  Board 
Secretary,  for  her  interest  and  efficiency  in  keeping 
records,  attending  to  correspondence  and  calling  mem- 
bers to  remind  them  of  the  Planning  Board  Meeting  each 
fourth  Wednesday  of  the  month-New  Town  Office  at  7:30 
p.m.

The  Tamworth  Conservation  Commission  has  met 
monthly  during  1973.  The  scope  of  its  work  has  been 
broadened  by  the  formation  of  four  committees — each 
chaired  by  a  commissioned  member,  and  made  up  of 
interested  townspeople.  Reports  of  the  committees  follow. 


1.  ADDENDUM  -  Betty  Steele,  Chairman. 

The  committee  is  charged  with  making  specific 
recommendations  for  the  proper  utilization  and 
protection  of  natural  resources  and  suggesting 
priorities  for  implementing  them.  Robert  Finley  and 
Edward  Flaccus  serve  on  the  committee  along  with 
four  members  of  the  Commission.  Meetings  have  been 
held  regularly  since  last  summer  and  field  trips  made 
to  various  areas  under  consideration. 

2.  EDUCATIONAL  -  Pauline  Crane  -  Chairman 

A  display  of  Conservation  books  from  the  State  Library 
and  the  Cook  Library  were  on  display  at  the  town 
library  during  the  summer  for  the  use  of  the  Summer 
Enrichment  students,  the  townspeople  and  summer 
visitors. 

3.  PUBLICITY  -  Peg  King  -  chairman 

Don  Turner  is  in  charge  of  exhibitions,  Harriet  Atwood 
of  newspaper  and  radio  publicity  and  Bruce  Bedford  of 
photography. 

4.  TRAILS  -  Percy  Olton,  chairman,  assisted  by  Sam 
Bowditch  -  Win  and  Margaret  Means,  Betty  Thompson, 
Ben  and  Ruth  English,  Gibb  Dodge,  and  Joe  Upson 
started  work  on  a  guide  for  the  Big  Pines  Trail.  A 
preliminary  report  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Commission 
and  a  final  guide  will  be  completed  during  1974. 
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The  Commission  is  grateful  for  a  Ford  Foundation 
Grant  of  $825.00;  $750.00  is  a  gift  with  $125.00  dependent 
upon  matching  funds.  This  $1000.00  is  to  be  used  for  sur- 
veying, brushing,  marking  and  mapping  of  land  under 
Commission  management. 

Trees  given  by  the  State  were  again  planted  in  our 
nursery  on  John  Hidden  Sr.'s  property.  When  large 
enough  these  will  be  planted  for  town  beautification. 

Because  of  a  law  passed  by  the  1973  Legislature  it 
became  mandatory  for  a  member  of  the  Town  Planning 
Board  to  serve  on  the  Conservation  Commission  in  order 
that  the  two  bodies  may  work  more  closely  together. 
Marian  Spaulding  was  appointed  to  our  Commission. 

The  Tamworth  Conservation  Plan  booklets  first 
distributed  at  the  1973  Town  Meeting  are  still  available  at 
the  Chocorua  and  Tamworth  libraries  and  from  all 
members  of  the  Commission.

During  1973  we  have  seen  a  noticeable  increase  over 
last  year  in  use  of  the  library  facilities  with  5009  books, 
magazines  and  records  borrowed  by  2844  adults  and 
children. 

To  awaken  the  interest  of  the  teenagers  in  the  com- 
munity, we  have  set  aside  a  young  adult  section  and  we  are 
in  the  process  of  adding  books,  magazines,  college 
catalogs  and  materials  that  appeal  to  this  age  group.  Some 
of  our  high  school  students  contributed  reviews  of  new 
young  adult  books  which  we  included  in  our  newspaper 
column.  We  urge  our  young  people  to  come  in  and  we 
welcome  any  suggestions  or  recommendations  of  material 
they  would  like  to  have  added  to  the  shelves. 

Our  sincere  appreciation  goes  to  the  faithful  ladies  of 
the  cataloguing  committee  for  the  time  and  labor  con- 
tributed week  after  week.  We  are  also  indebted  to  the 
many  members  of  the  community  for  gifts  of  books  and 
magazines,  memorials  and  donations.  A  young  resident  of 
Tamworth,  Sharon  Drew,  draws  special  thanks  for  her 
volunteer  work  this  summer  at  many  different  tasks.  We 
are  exceedingly  grateful  to  the  donors  of  the  new  steel 
card  catalogue  file  and  the  dehumidifier.  Steve  Damon 
deserves  our  gratitude  also  for  taking  over  the  care  and  re- 
setting of  the  library  clock  (A  busy  year!).  The  Garden 
Club  again  brought  beauty  to  the  library  with  vivid 
flowering  plants  in  the  window  boxes  in  the  summer  and 
evergreen  cuttings  in  the  winter  and  gaily  decorated  trees 
at  Christmas. 

1973  saw  a  space  and  travel  display  at  the  library 
during  National  Library  Week,  A  Book  Buying  Meeting  of 
the  North  Country  Library  District  at  our  library  in  March 
and  a  Nature  and  Conservation  Display  of  books  and 
materials  exhibited  in  the  summer  in  conjunction  with  the 
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Education  Committee  of  the  Conservation  Committee  of 
Tarn  worth  for  the  benefit  of  all,  but  particularly  for  the 
Summer  Enrichment  youngsters.  Summer  also  brought  a 
story  hour  once  a  week  for  3  to  6  year  olds.  This  was  ac- 
complished only  through  the  enthusiasm  and  the  par- 
ticipation of  some  of  the  mothers  (and  even  one  father!). 
In  August  we  were  fortunate  in  having  for  one  week  a  one 
man  art  show-including  woodcuts,  landscapes  and  por- 
traits-by  Tarn  worth's  own  Willey  Fromm.  Toward  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  and  continuing  into  the  new  year, 
Don  Turner  of  Wonalancet  has  been  exhibiting  a  different 
painting  every  few  weeks. 

Your  library  continues  its  participation  in  "Outreach 
to  Carroll  County  Shut-Ins"  by  serving  as  record  keeper 
and  dispersal  center  for  the  cassette  tapes.  Volunteer 
members  of.ouf  community  do  weekly  taping-local  news, 
special  events  (for  example-last  year's  Town  Meeting), 
music,  church  services,  Tarn  worth  Art  Council  and 
Historical  Society  meetings--and  bring  the  tapes  into  the 
homes  of  handicapped  and  house  bound  residents  of 
Tamworth.  On  special  occasions  they  escort  the  shut-ins  to 
parties,  luncheons  or  meetings  held  in  Tamworth  and 
throughout  the  county. 

In  the  Spring  your  Librarian  was  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  enroll  in  and  complete  an  extension  course  in 
"Library  Administration"  at  Plymouth  State  College 
offered  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library  through  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire. 

Due  to  the  energy  crisis  we  are  not  open  Wednesday 
evenings  from  7:00  to  9:00  P.M.  until  further  notice  but  we 
are  open  Wednesday  afternoons  from  1:30  P.  M.  to  5:00  P. 
M.  and  Saturday  afternoons  from  1:15  P.  M.  to  4:45  P.  M. 
Our  new  telephone  number  is  323-8510. 

During  the  past  year,  the  library  has  been  able  to  offer 
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Large  Print  books  and  magazines  to  the  visually  han- 
dicapped, opened  its  doors  to  the  nursery  school  and  the 
transition  class  of  the  Tarn  worth  Pre-School  program,  lent 
Brett  School  1020  books  to  add  to  their  shelves,  borrowed 
on  specific  request  of  patrons  141  books  through  the  State 
Inter  Library  Loan  covering  such  special  interests  as 
Cross  Country  Skiing,  Backgammon,  Carpentry, 
Enameling  etc.,  and  borrowed  a  total  of  2595  books  from 
the  State  Bookmobile  to  augment  our  own  supply  of  new 
and  old  books. 

A  library  can  be  considered  as  truly  serving  the 
community  when  it  reaches  each  and  every  resident  and 
when  it  obtains  the  particular  material  which  interests 
each  individual.  Come  in  and  browse  and  select  from  our 
books,  records,  newspaper  and  a  fine  collection  of 
magazines.  If  we  don't  have  what  you  want,  we  shall  make 
every  effort  to  obtain  it.  This  is  your  library!

By  response  to  appeals,  by  special  gifts 
and  bequests,  and  by  Miss  Wilson's  and  Mrs.  Whittemore's 
large  bequest  the  Foundation  has  attained  in  less  than  four 
decades  to  an  annual  income  of  some  $13,000  to  $14,000. 
Because  the  town's  tax-income  is  heavily  committed,  the 
sum  comprises  for  Tamworth  a  main  means  of  innovation, 
not  in  every  year  but  at  intervals  with  saving  before  and 
after.  Such  projects  were  Almon  Evans'  dam  to  hold  the 
water-level  of  Chocorua  Lake,  the  playing  fields  at  the 
school,  the  tennis  courts  that  Bill  Lincoln  inspired, 
payment  of  the  bond  for  the  fire-house,  and  notably  the 
north  wing  of  the  school  with  added  class-room  and 
library,  named  for  Miss  Wilson.  As  you  know,  the  Foun- 
dation acts  simply  as  trustee  of  Mrs.  Whittemore's 
bequest  which  has  made  possible  the  new  Runnells  Hall 
and  Chocorua  Library  and,  in  large  part,  the  nursing 
budget.  The  new  Town  Offices  are  the  latest  in  this  line  of 
projects,  and  it  seemed  sensible  while  work  was  in 
progress  to  add  the  Nurse's  wing,  for  which  the  Nursing 
Association  kindly  supplied  some  equipment  but  which  the 
Foundation  essentially  paid  for.  We  have  saved  toward 
■this  effort  and  shall  have  to  continue  saving  in  the  next 
years,  but  the  value  of  the  building  at  just  this  location 
should  prove  more  and  more  evident.  The  original  building 
was  given  by  Mrs.  Harry  F.  Damon,  the  work  was  done  by 
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Steve  Damon  and  Ralph  Ames  to  plans  by  Will  Smith; 
Marion  Spaulding  has  been  in  charge  of  the  walks  and 
planting.  The  handsome  result,  we  hope,  will  seem  in  the 
spirit  of  the  famous  letter  describing  Parson  Hidden's 
ordination  in  September  1792  (quoted  in  the  History  of 
Carroll  County,  p.  758):  "It  is  an  entire  forest  about  this 
place,  The  scenery  is  wild.  On  the  north  is  a  high  hill,  and 
north  of  this  a  mountain  called  Chocorua  touches  heaven. 
On  the  south  and  in  all  directions  are  mountains  steep  and 
rugged.  I  had  expected  to  hear  the  howling  of  the  wolf  and 
the  screeching  of  the  owl;  but  instead  of  these  were  heard 
the  melting  notes  of  the  robin,  the  chirping  of  the  sparrow 
and  other  birds  that  made  the  forest  seem  like  Paradise. 
The  men  looked  happy,  rugged  and  fearless;  their 
trowsers  came  down  to  about  halfway  between  the  knee 
and  ankle.  Their  coats  were  short  and  of  nameless  shape. 
Many  more  slouched  hats,  and  hundreds  were  shoeless. 
The  women  looked  ruddy  and  as  though  they  loved  their 
husbands;  every  woman  had  a  checked  linen  apron  and 
carried  a  clean  linen  handkerchief.  Their  bonnets!  Well,  I 
cannot  describe  them;  I  leave  them  to  your  imagination. 
But  think  of  the  grandeur  of  the  scene!  a  great  rock  the 
pulpit,  the  whole  town  the  floor  of  the  house,  the  canopy  of 
heaven  the  roof,  and  the  tall,  sturdy  trees  the  wall."  Best 
be  faithful  to  such  beginnings. 

As  in  past  years,  half  or  more  of  annual  income  has 
gone  toward  present  causes :  $4,000  to  the  important  work 
of  the  pre-school,  $1500  for  a  Little  League  field  at  the 
school,  $500  each  to  the  Rescue  Squad  and  the  Con- 
servation Commission,  and  continued  gifts  to  libraries,  for 
baseball,  and  for  swimming  and  ski  instruction.  The  town 
inspires  many  devoted  and  intelligent  efforts,  to  a  number 
of  which  the  Foundation  is  essential. 

A  piece  of  business  should  be  added.  The  original  By- 
Laws  stipulated  a  process  of  election  to  membership  that 
has  long  been  neglected.  In  practice  anyone  is  welcome  to 
membership  and  at  meetings,  which  exist  for  the  ex- 
pression of  opinion  and  to  elect  officers  and  trustees.  But 
advance  notice  of  change  in  By-Laws  must  be  given.  The

following  new  wording  of  Article  II  will  be  proposed:  "The 
membership  of  said  corporation  shall  be  open  to  any 
person  who  demonstrates  an  interest  in  the  aims  and 
purposes  of  said  corporation.  At  any  annual  or  special 
meeting  of  the  members  only  those  members  who  have 
made  a  financial  contribution  to  the  corporation  in  the 
current  fiscal  year  or  in  the  fiscal  year  immediately 
preceding  it  shall  be  entitled  to  vote."  The  second  sentence 
may  sound  forbidding,  but  in  an  organization  that  has  no 
dues  some  criterion  of  membership  is  necessary.  To 
repeat,  all  persons,  whether  or  not  they  contribute,  are 
welcome  at  meetings;  the  Foundation  depends  on  interest 
and  ideas.  It  also  heavily  depends  on  contributions.  People 
increasingly  turn  to  it,  and  income  never  suffices  for 
present  causes  and  innovations,  both  of  which  have  im- 
portant claims.  Tamworth  life  would  be  considerably  less 
fortunate  without  the  Foundation.  Please  be  faithful  to  it. 
Gifts  large  &  small,  which  are  deductible  on  federal  in- 
come tax  returns,  will  be  gratefully  received  by  Charles  T. 
Gallagher,  Treasurer,  in  Tamworth  03886.

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SPECIAL  HEALTH  OFFICER  REPORT 
TOWN  OF  TAMWORTH 
1973 

As  my  first  year  as  Special  Health  Officer  for  the 
Town  of  Tarn  worth  draws  to  a  close,  I  feel  that  the  new  and 
sometimes  questionable  laws  by  the  State  pertaining  to 
sewerage  disposal  have  really  been  a  great  benefit  for  the 
town.  Because  of  the  great  increase  in  building  con- 
struction, strict  rules  must  and  have  been  enforced  here, 
protecting  our  future  interests. 

In  a  few  instances,  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  consent 
of  owners  to  construct  septic  systems  conforming  to  State 
Requirements  was  solved  by  explanation  of  the  law  as  it  is 
intended.  Many  land-owners,  unaware  of  the  new  and 
changing  laws,  had  to  be  advised  of  changes  to  be  made. 
All  changes  and  installations  have  been  made  according  to 
State  Requirements. 

Frequently  I  was  called  upon  in  regards  to  sub- 
divisions. The  strict  laws  pertaining  to  subdivisions,  even 
when  applying  to  members  of  one's  own  family,  are  to 
discourage  development  of  unsuitable  land.  A  subdivision 
permit  is  very  time  consuming  in  many  cases  but  not 
difficult  to  obtain  when  the  landowner  knows  the 
necessary  requirements. 

Many  inquiries  by  concerned  citizens  resulted  in 
advice  to  and  action  by  landowners  who  used  travel 
trailers,  pumped  out  cellars,  or  needed  sewerage  repairs. 
All  repair  jobs  in  the  town  which  I  supervised  are  now 
working  with  sanitary  performance. 

For  many  years  I  designed  septic  systems  and  ob- 
tained permits  for  landowners.  Because  of  the  time 
required  to  draw  a  plan  and  make  the  necessary  tests  I 
have  turned  most  applications  over  to  another  engineer 
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this  year  as  the  many  applicants  a  year  makes  it  im- 
possible to  do  them  all.  I  do,  however,  consult  with  the 
engineer  on  these  systems. 

Currently  I  am  not  a  licensed  engineer  and  cannot, 
therefore,  inspect  systems  for  the  state.  I  do  advise  lan- 
downers of  what  should  be  installed  for  a  system,  how  to 
obtain  permits,  how  to  have  percolation  and  other  tests, 
and  land  contours  done,  and  a  state  inspector  is  then  called 
in  to  inspect  the  completed  system.  I  am  currently 
working  toward  obtaining  a  license  from  the  State  to  in- 
spect all  systems,  thus  making  the  state  approval  easier 
for  landowners  to  receive. 

The  past  year  I  have  seen  hundreds  of  good  quality 
systems  working  efficiently  and  with  sanitary  per- 
formance in  our  town,  proving  the  need  for  the  con- 
tinuation and  importance  of  controlled  sanitation. 

As  a  final  note,  it  was  reported  to  me  that  a  test  made 
at  Chocorua  Lake  last  summer  showed  the  water  was  free 
of  pollution.

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COMMITTEE  ON  SOLID  WASTE  DISPOSAL 

The  town  dump  will  soon  be  a  thing  of  the  past  but  the 
need  for  waste  disposal  grows  every  day.  As  of  July  1975, 
all  open-burning  dumps  must  be  closed.  This  is  a  state  law 
and  as  yet  no  alternative  has  been  found  which  is  easy  or 
inexpensive  to  set  up  or  to  operate. 

To  meet  this  situation  the  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission,  of  which  Tamworth  is  a  member,  hired  the 
engineering  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy  of  Boston  to  study  the 
existing  facilities,  review  and  project  population  trends 
and  work  out  recommendations  to  be  submitted  to  the 
towns.  This  study  includes  an  area  from  Tamworth  and 
Sandwich  on  the  north  to  Barnstead  and  Northfield  on  the 
south.  The  study  is  now  almost  complete. 

Incineration  which  meets  state  standards  appears  to 
be  too  expensive  to  consider  and  to-date  the  only  method 
which  seems  feasible  is  what  is  known  as  a  Sanitary  Land 
Fill.  Fairly  deep  and  extensive  trenches  are  dug  on  a 
carefully  chosen  site.  Debris  placed  there  is  compacted 
and  buried  under  a  four  foot  cover  of  soil.  Later  the  land 
can  be  seeded  and  used  for  certain  recreational  purposes. 
This  calls  for  the  use  of  very  heavy  equipment  and  con- 
stant supervision  to  comply  with  the  standards  set  up  by 
the  state.  However  clean  air  and,  especially,  clean  water 
are  two  of  New  Hampshire's  greatest  resources, 
threatened  by  the  present  practice  of  open  pit  burning. 
This  will  also  be  a  step  forward  in  rodent  control. 

The  cost  of  Sanitary  Land  Fill  for  any  one  town  is  high 
but  this  can  be  cut  considerably  if  two  or  more  towns  are 
willing  to  work  together  and  meetings  are  now  being  held 
including  Ossipee,  Tamworth,  Freedom  and  possibly 
Effingham  to  see  if  a  plan  on  a  cooperative  basis  can  be 
worked  out  which  will  then  have  to  be  submitted  to  the 
towns.  It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  set  up  a  sub-station 
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in  Tamworth  if  Ossipee  is  willing  to  be  the  receiving  town. 
A  sub-station  is  a  collection  point  from  which  transfer  is 
made  to  the  main  facility. 

It  is  estimated  that  Tamworth  has  nearly  five  and  a 
half  tons  of  waste  a  day  averaged  out  over  the  year  but  the 
estimated  growth  of  the  town  is  such  that  by  1990,  there 
will  be  nearly  nine  tons.  If  re-cycling  becomes 
economically  practical  this  may  be  reduced  but  it  is  a  hard 
cold  fact  that  taking  care  of  what  is  discarded  every  day  is 
becoming  very  expensive. 

The  committee  has  felt  the  loss  of  chairman,  Theodore 
Browne,  very  keenly.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
knowledgeable  people  in  this  entire  area  and  had  studied 
the  solid  waste  disposal  problem  over  a  period  of  years. 

The  selectmen  have  appointed  Benjamin  English  to 

serve   as   the  Tamworth   representative   on   the    Lakes 

Region  Planning  Commission.  He  is  a  member  of  the 

Commission's  sub-committee  on  Sanitary  Land  Fill  and  is 

working  closely  with  the  local  committee  on  Solid  Waste 

Disposal.

The  TAMWORTH  SUMMER  ENRICHMENT 
PROGRAM,  an  activities  program  for  children  ages  7-15, 
completed  its  sixth  summer  with  an  enrollment  of  135  (the 
proportion  being  approximately  70  year-around  to  30 
summer  residents  percentage-wise.) 

Acting  upon  a  suggestion  made  at  Town  Meeting  last 
year  that  bus  transportation  be  made  available  throughout 
the  summer,  proved  to  be  successful  and  brought  more 
local  children  consistently  to  the  program  after  the  swim 
program  was  over.  The  bus  coverage  was  also  expanded  to 
include  the  Turkey  Street  and  Gardner  Hill  Road  areas. 

Much  emphasis  was  placed  on  field  trips  away  from 
the  Kenneth  Brett  School,  the  program's  headquarters. 

For  the  first  time,  T.S.E.P.  offered  a  canoeing 
program  at  Chocorua  Lake  for  those  with  the  necessary 
experience  in  water  safety. 

Apart  from  the  regular  bike  hikes  and  day  mountain 
trips  (Chocorua,  Whiteface,  Hancock,  Washington) 
T.S.E.P.  ran  overnight  trips  which  were  a  great  success. 
Other  trips  included  many  "little  kids  hikes"  to  local 
points  of  interest  (including  smaller  mountains),  the 
annual  day  trips  for  a  week  to  the  Squam  Lakes  Science 
Center  in  Holderness  for  the  environmental-nature  lec- 
tures which  were  heavily  attended,  and  the  annual 
T.S.E.P.  picnic  to  Swift  River  on  the  Kancamagus  (ap- 
proximately 75  children  attended). 

Another  well-received  innovation  last  summer  was  the 
Pre-School  program  every  Friday  morning  for  those 
children  ages  4-6. 

The  staff  was  one  of  experience.  Dana  Steele  returned 
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for  his  6th  summer  as  Program  Director.  Connie  Hughes 
(5th  summer)  and  Florence  Damon  ran  the  arts  and  crafts 
and  the  pre-school  program.  Sherrie  Smith  ran  the  more 
sophisticated  craft  projects,  and  along  with  Bob  Magruder 
(a  familiar  face  at  T.S.E.P.)  ran  many  of  the  sports  and 
outside  trips.  Kay  VerPlanck  was  in  charge  of  drama  and 
ended  the  season  with  a  superb  puppet  show  in  which  the 
children  designed  and  made  their  own  puppets,  wrote  the 
play,  as  well  as  directed  and  produced  it  to  appreciative 
audiences  several  times  during  the  last  week  of  the 
season.  Sherrie  and  Kay  were  ingenious  at  providing 
impromptu  word-picture-thinking  games  and  physical 
activity  games  for  the  younger  set. 

Junior  Leaders  included  Laurie  Ulitz  (2nd  summer), 
Steve  Lafavore  (2nd  summer)  and  Royce  Saujon,  with 
Sara  Kelley  running  the  Jr.  Leader  program.  Volunteers 
were  many,  but  special  thanks  go  to  Marion  McCollum, 
Helen  Steele,  Ann  Rogers,  Cindy  Octavic,  Sally  Gallagher, 
Jan  Dearborn,  and  Percy  Olton. 

T.S.E.P.,  through  offering  a  regular  program  of  ac- 
tivities both  cultural  and  physical,  strives  to  come  up  with 
new  and  different  activities  in  which  the  children  are 
happily  participating.  Many  times  the  kids  themselves 
developed  their  own  activities  as  an  offshoot  of  an  already 
existing  activity.  Thus  the  program  occupies  middle 
ground  between  rigidity  and  flexibility,  a  position  we  feel 
best  serves  the  children's  interest.  Again  we  say  thanks  to 
all  who  support  the  program  and  hope  that  T.S.E.P.  will 
command  your  continued  support.
